The Stato of Paraguay, in the extent and fertility of its territory, the excel- 
lence of its climate, and Ite ready accessibility by water conveyance to foreign 
and local trade, is untversally admitted to be one of the most favoured States in 
the region of River Plato and its affluents.

EBERHARDT AND AURORA MINING COMPANY, 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, cn Monday, for the purpose of 
considering the report of the directors, and the accounts circulated 
therewith, and to pass special resolutions to authorise the raising of 
further capital temporally or permanently, by the issue of further 
shares or otherwise, to such amount, for such purposes, and on such 
terms and conditions as may be deemed advisable— 

Mr, E. L. J, RrpspaAue, F.G.S., Assayer of H.M. Mint, in the chair. 

Mr, ALFRED CRITCHETT (the secretary) read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said there were two subjects to be discussed at this 
meeting—the raising of fresh capital, and the »ccounts made up to 
June 30, At the last meeting, in June, they had just :cccived a tele- 
gram, stating that the earningshad amounted to $60,000 or 13,000/., 
and as Mr. Attwood in his letter stated that the mill had only been 
running three weeks, and upon second-class ore, the directors reason- 
ably supposed that for the future they might estimate the monthly 
earnings at 15,0002, which would be sufficient to give dividends of 
about 82, per share per annum. Ino July however, the unfortunate 
accident occurred to the International Mill from which they were 
now suffering. That lamentable occurrence had not only occasioned 
an enormous expense, but had also deprived them of profits which 
otherwise would have been earned, He could not help thinking 
that it must have resulted from gross carelessness, although it was 
stated to have been caused by the lime in the water, The result was 
that during that month they earned only 707/., but in August the 
profit amounted to 14,672/.; but in September, however, came one of 
those extraordinary fluctuations which it scems they were destined 
to undergo in treating this particular class of ore, the profit during 
the month not exceeding 42007, Mr, Phillpotts stated what he (the 
Chairman) believed to be perfectly correet—that the smallness of 
the profit was attributable to the fact that for the safety of the 
miners he had blasted down a large quantity of rock in the North 
Aurora Mine, Mr, Philpotts’ own statement was :— 

‘**T explained in a previous letter that as we had occasion to rip away a con- 

siderable portion of ground the average assay of the rock this month would be 
affected, and it is still telliug ou the bullion produced, and affect our month’s 
returns; but this is only a temporary drawback, and not caused by any dete- 
rioration of the mine.’’ 
It was most unfortunate that just at this time this should have be- 
come necessary, but they hoped in future to have good returns, for 
Mr. Phillpotts states that there were bodies of ore which only re- 
quired to be extracted. For the quarter, including the balance car- 
ried over from June, there was a profit of 25,579/. With regard to 
the fresh capital it would be recollected that in April 2500 additional 
shares were issued, besides 1000 shares for the purchase of the Ward 
Beecher Mine. They did not wish to increase the capital to a larger 
amount than was absolutely necessary, relying upon the statements 
of the vendors that working capital would not be required. But the 
directors soon found out their mistake, and they now wished they 
had asked in the first instance to meet more than their then imme- 
diate requirements, There was no promotion money of any sort, 
therefore, if any capital were now added this company would still 
favourably compare with many mines at present in the market, The 
additional capital raised in April, and the profits realised during 
the quarter, had been swallowed up, and rather more, on account of 
the wire tramway—in fact, had they known the expense of the tram- 
way, he doubted very much if they would have undertaken it ; but 
as their mills were placed in the best posilion a wire tramway was 
selected as the cheapest conveyance, according to the testimony of 
those who had been in the habit of working mines in the district, 
It was not more than 2} miles in length, but the ascent was 1 in 4, 
and a wire tramway had never becn constructed under such difficul- 
ties. It had been constructed of enormous strength, to withstand 
the hurricanes of wind and rain, Some idea might be formed of 
the power of these storms when he mentioned that Mr, G, Attwood, 
with his carriage and horses, was blown into a canon, This had ne- 
cessitated the construction of supports of an abnormal kind for the 
tramway, some of the posts being upwards of 100 ft.in height. Mr, 
Thirlwall, the engineer employed by the patentee, says that had he 
been there during its construction he could not have made any very 
great improvements, nor at a much less cost. An additional diffi- 
culty had been found in the difference of temperature of the moun- 
tain, causing an unequal expansion and contraction of the wire, 
but Mr. Thirlwall’s chief difficulty has been in getting the saddles 
to travel along the wire without coming into collision with the posts. 
These saddles were now coming in fast from San Francisco, and it 
was hoped they would be found to travel along the wire without up- 
setting the boxes containing the ore, The expense had been very 
large, but he hoped they had now got to the end of it. Mr, Phill- 
potts told them even now that, notwithstanding its great expense, it 
would pay a very good dividend upon the outlay. He (the Chair- 
man) only hoped it would. With regard to the proposal to purchase 
the White Pine Waterworks, it was necessary for him to remind the 
shareholders that when the mines were purchased the vendors, who 
possessed certain water rights, contracted to give the company suffi- 
cient water to work the International Mill. Last year was an ex- 
ceedingly dry season, and it appeared the springs yielded only anin- 
termittent supply, insufficient for the purposes of the mill, The di- 
rectors had thus been placed under circumstances of difficulty—they 
had their remedy against the vendors, but in the interim there was 
an inadequate supply of water. ‘Thus the directors had been induced 
to enter into negociations for the purchase of the White Pine Water- 
works, which had a monopoly of the whole of the water in the dis- 
trict. The water was independent, and from springs permanent and 
not intermittent in supply, and now the directors asked power from 
the shareholders to purchase them, It was represented that they 
would pay 20 per cent. upon the purchase-money, which might or 
might not be the case. There was one thing, the shares of a water 
company would not be liable to such fluctuatious as a profit one 
month of 14,0007. and the next 40002., and it was a property of more 
substantial value thana mine. Heconcluded by proposing :—* That 
the directors be and are hereby authorised to issue 5600 further shares 
in the company of 107. each, of which 2000, or such other competent 
number as the directors think fit, may be applied in such manner 
and upon such terms as the directors think fit, to effect the purchase 
of the White Pine Waterworks, and the remainder shall be allotted 
forthwith or from time to time, and at such price or prices, not being 
less than par, as the directors think fit, to the shareholders rateably 
or by tender, all fractions of shares and shares not promptly taken 
up on allotment to be disposed of at the discretion of the board, and 
that the directors be further authorised to acquire by purchase or 
otherwise the White Pine Waterworks, from which the company at 
present derives a large supply of water, or any part thereof, or share, 
shares, or interest therein, upon such terms and conditions as the di- 
rectors think fit, without prejudice to any rights the company may 
have against the vendors.” 

Mr. HAGGARD seconded the resolution, He might remark that if 
the 2350 shares were issued at 15/. per share they would produce, for 
purposes of capital expenditure, asum of 23,500/., which, added to 
the already existing capital, would raise it to 258,5002., and for work- 
ing purposes a sum of 11,7507, Shareholders were asked to sanction 
an issue of 2000 shares, to enable the company to purchase the White 
Pine Waterworks, which Mr. Phillpotts strongly recommended them 
to acquire, as the only unfailing supply of water in that district. The price de- 
manded was 30,0001, but 2000 shares would only add 20,0001, to the capital if 
accepted in payment for 30,0001., or 151. per share. ‘These two issues would ab- 
sorb 4350 of the 6500 shares for which the shareholders sanction to issue was 
now sought, He did not see for what purpose the balauce—2150 shares—was 
likely to be wanted. He would advise them to cxplore their mines by deep 
shafts, even at an expense of 20,000/., and so learn for certain whether they 
possessed wealth ata great depth. The hill whereon are situated their mincs 
was 1500 feet above the level where their 60-stamp mill was placed; and it was 
quite possible they might work to that depth without meeting with water, They 
had an example before them in the Ciown Poiut Company, which was a loca- 
tion of 600 feet on the Comstock vein. The company’s shares fell from $30 to 
$5 per shareon the mine apyarei.tly be oming exliausted ; they sunk a sh2ft 
71.0 feet deeper through barren rock, and now, at a depth of 1200 feet, where re- 
paid by ore which was ylelding $10 per share per month, and the price was 





now over $300 per stare. As to water, Mr, Phillpotts tells them they required 
} six miner’s inches of water to work their 60-stamp mill, and that the Suerman- 
town springs were only furnishing 14 to 2 inches; these springs were 244 miles 
distant from the International Mlil, and to Jay down pipes, Mr, Phillpotts esti 


mated, would cost 30001. The Applegarth springs were 5 miles distant, and the 
pipes would cost 600ul., and even then Mr. Phillpotts doubted whether the sup- 
ply would be sufficient or permanent. It was, moreover, doubtful if the pipes 
could be laid for 15,0001., which would of itself furnish half the sum necessary 
to buy the White Pine Waterworks Company. As to the tramway, they cer- 
tainly shonld not have entertained the idea of its construction had they been 
in a position to Judge of its cost, The posts were required to beof en rmous 


sirength, to withstand the hurricanes whieh sweep over thts lofty Will, and some 
of these post were bullt up to a height of 100 feer. [Tf they had plenty of ore 
(and Mr. Phillpotts, thelr agent, assured them they had) then their mills, (hele 


water, and their tramway were all @yuativ neeessary. He bad made a caleu'a- 
tion showing that if the mill crushed 100 tous of ore per day, through “80 work- 
ing days tn the year, it would require 28,000 tons of ore, and the saving accom. 
plished by reducing the cost from the average of $4 per ton for hauling by team 
to $1 for conveying theore by tramway would be such us to equal, within 700L, 
50 per ceat. as interest upon the outlay for construction of the tramway up to 
35,000, total cost. 

The CHAIRMAN said that a provisional agreement had been en- 
tered into for the purchase of these works for 30,0002, 

Dr, VALLANCE drew attention to various items in the balance- 
sheet, and particularised the cost of the tramway, mill, and the 
amounts paid to Mr. Phillpotts, adding that if they had 20 gold 
mines rolled into one it could never stand such expenses as this com- 
pany had incurred, 

Mr, BAXTER reviewed the various items of expenditure, THe had 
understood that the International Mill was to be built at a contract 
price ; if that were so why were not the contractors held responsible 
to the company for the additional outlay? And he should like to know 
what contract was entered iuto for the construction of the tramway, 
for he had been looking into the matter, and found the greatest ex- 
penditure was 15,0901, per mile, but it seems that In this case they bad expended 
55,002, for 244 miles, Some explanation was due to the shareholders as to whe- 
ther the board had made a proper contract, as it was their duty to do as men 
of business, Asto the proposalto purchasetho White Pine Waterworks he had 
taken some trouble, but had been unable to determine the preeire llabiilly 
of vendors as to the quantity of water they contracted to supply. Upona pre- 
vious occasion the Chatrman bad spoken of two mills, It appeared to be a 
debatable question whether two miils of 30 stamps would not have been better 
than one of 60. Why was the decision to ercet two 30-stamp mills insiead of 
one of 60 stamps not adhered to? It appeared to him that the deficiency of 
water supply was a responsibility which should be thrown upon the vendors, 
who contracted to supply an adequate quantity. If the directors had confidence 
in the permanent value of the waterworks as an investment, why did they not 
form a separate company to purchase them, and not submit a proposition to 
still further Increase the capital, and thus dilute the dividends ? He proposed as 
an amendment thata committee of shareholders be appointed toconfer with the 
directors, to consider the best course to be pursued with reference to the com- 
pany’s affairs; also the proposition for the creation of new capital, and the ad- 
visabliity of appointing additional directors, and that the meeting be adjJourued 
until after the accounts had been received from the mine and properly audited. 

Mr. FULLER considered it to be extremely undesirable to further increase the 
capital more than possible, and asked whether some satisfactory arrangement 
could not be made with the Waterworks Company to supply all the water re- 
quired for the purposes of working the mill? The advautage would be thatthe 
capital of the company would not be Increased, and the shareholders would be 
relieved from the great responsibility of becoming proprietors of a waterworks 
company. 

Mr. KIMBER (the solleitor) explained that 1¢ was competent for the share- 
holders to purchase the waterworks or not; it would be altogether without pre- 
judice to their claim upon the vendors, In the orlginal contract care was taken 
that until the vendors complied with the covenants of their stipulation thesum 
of 60,0001. was to be left in the hands of the company, which, at the market 
price was worth 90,0001. These shares would remain in the hands of the dirce- 
tors, and would not be released uutil every covenant in the agreement had been 
complied with. 

Mr. HAGGARD mentioned that at present they were paying 52001. a-year for 
water, and they would have to pay presently 10,0007, 

Mr. PEARLESS (a director) said that Mr, Applegarth agreed to provide sufl- 
clent water to supply the International Mill, and tt appeaved —according to Mr. 
Philipotts—that there was not sufficient water for that purpose. The company 
held about 5000 of the vendor's shares and 15, 001. in cash, and he (Mr. Pear- 
le-s), on behalf of the vendors, was prepared to offer 1/0) shares—that ts, equal 
to one-third of the amount required for the purchase of the waterworks—if tho 
remainder of the shares were released, 

Mr. T. G. TAYLOR had expected to hear some reasons why the company should 
acquire these waterworks. It should be made apparent to theshar holders that 
it was necessary to acqu're these works, Moreover, care must be exercised in 
making a bargain for their purchase, because an arrangement had been made 
with Mr, Benjamin and the South Aurora Company, and Mr. Attwood, that in 
consideration for the use of the Eberhardt tramway for six months a sufficient 
quantity of water would be supplied to the Internatioual Mill, It was his inten- 
tion to claim a sufiicient supply of water from these works to supply the South 
Aurora. He was told the works were very much out of repalr. They were led 
to suppose that by raising fresh capital they might expect a dividend to-day, 
but it was now proposed to raise the additional capital, but nothing was said 
about a dividend, He did not like the idea of a committee, even if it be only 
for consultation, and if the mecting followed his advice they would have uo 
committee, 

Mr. HALLETT said there was a difference of opinton upon that subject. There 
was no doubt that the directors would court a committee of iuvestigation, as 
thereby all suspicions and inuendos would be set at rest. ‘ 

Mr. WHITE sald that at the last meeting nothing was too good for tho dl- 
rectors, for “* nothing succeeds like success ;'’ but to-day, because of circum- 
stances over which they could have no more control than any of the share- 
holders, terms could not be found sufficiently condemnatory, Aga large share- 
holder, he should say purchase these waterworks and exercise patience, and no 
doubt in the course of a few months such changes would take place as would be 
satisfactory to all concerned, Do notlet them damage the company by the ap- 
polnotment of a committee, 

Mr. BRIDGEWATER sald what they had to consider was nothing more nor less 
than a mining question. Would the Chairman—sclentific as he ts—be good 
enough to state whether the mine was equal to what it was said to be? If 
the shareholders could get that assurauce they would kuow what to do 
and how to carry on the mine successfully, P 

Mr. CHAMBERS had been connecred with many committees of enquiry, but 
had never known them to be productive of good. He wished to ask If the board 
had sufficient proxies to carry thelr proposals ?——The CHAIRMAN sald the board 
were extremely desirous not to stiflediscussion on enquiry by the use of proxies, 

Mr. PHILLPOTTS said there was a gentleman in the room who had J ist come 
from Nevada, who could supply the latest information with regard to the re- 
sources of the mine, 

Mr. SHARP said he was totally unconnected with the company, but bad been 
introduced to Mr. Phillpotts, the gentleman In whom the compavy had placed 
its confidence by sending him out to inspect mines in Nevada, for which they 
were prepared to give some huudreda of thousands of pounds, He found that 
the reports which Mr, Pulllpotts made at the tuception of this great undertak- 
ing received the commendation of the shareholders, aud he was now bearing 
the * heat and burden’’ of the enterprise. He (Mr. Sharp) had oceasion to 
visit Eureka inthe middle of September, and he to.k occasion to visit Mr. Phill- 
potts and examine the mine and the mill, It was acknowlcdged by every ona 
that this mi was the best ever constructed on the Pacific coast, aud the reason 
a 60-stamp mill was built instead of two of 30 stainps, was because it took less 
men in proportion to rup it, and it was worked at a less cust. ‘The tramway 
could not be estimated to cost only $25,000, because { was too great a weight 
for that sum, as it had to be made of a strength sufficient to resist the storms, 
which were often very violent; but it would bo the means of saving a large ex- 
pense in the transmission of the ore. Shareholders should recollect that they 
possess 2400 ft. on ‘Treasure Hill. When the mineral wealth of that hill was 
first discovered every practical miner tn California dropped his pick and shovel 
and proceeded thither, hoping to bo able to secure a few feet of the ground, but 
it seems that Mr, Applegarth and his associates were there before them. There 
never had been such surface indications as those at White Pine, nora larger 
body of ore discovered in connection with any ming, Such a mass must come 
from beneath, and shareholders had a right to expect to find corresponding 
quautities in depth. Milllons of dollars had been taken out, although the for- 
mation has not been explored to any depth, the lowest point not exceeding 100 ft. 
On the Comstock ledge tuey had gone down 1200 feet, in the Belcher Mine they 
sunk 700 feet without finding any metal, but at length camo upon a body of 
ore which exalted their shares from 3} to $4090, and was It to be presumed that 
this body ef ore existing in the Eberliardt Mines would not continue in depth ? 
When he visited these min¢s, accompanted by Mr. Phillpotts aud Mr. Potts—the 
latter of whom discovered the celebrated Potts Mine, having mined in that 
country 16 ag (Mr. Sbarp) saw inthe North Aurora Mine ore on all sides, 
above and below. Standing xt a depth of soime 70 feet he saw a largo body of 
ore hanging above. Mr. Phillpotts told him his intention was to blast down 
this ore from above, in which case there would be an open cut, although at the 
same time it would cover up the ore at the bottom of the chamber, That bad 
no doubt, affected the returns ; the object, however, was to ensure the safety of 
the miners, All the ground thus blasted down Mr. Phillpotts had to renova 
and *‘dump,”’ and the ouly facilities he pussessed were a duonatnn-taaine and 
afew tubs. They also went through tae Ward Beecher Mine, where there seemed 
to be a continuous strong body of ore; none of those connected with the mine 
had the least doubt that there would be any difficulty in keeping the Interna- 
tional Mill running for a very long time. When he first came to England be 
was as much surprised as anybody to sce there had been such a great alteration 
in the market value of the stock. With regard to the water, there whcre three 
source whence a supply could be derived, aud if the company’s mines wore what 
he supposed them to be greater mill capacity would eventually be required. It 
the company acquired the waterworks they would have the control of ali the 
other miues, in addition to kceping their own 60-stamp mill running; therefore 
it was obviously the inutcrest, as well as the policy, of the company to acquire 
these works. 

A SHAREHOLDER suggested the mines should be inspected by some competent 
and trustworthy authority, the more especially as, irrespective of the September 
profits, he did not think they were treating such ?high average ore as hitherto. 
——The CUAIRMAN: Nothing like. 

Mr. BAXTER was willing to withdraw his amendment If the directors would 
consent to a conference with sharoholders holding 100 shares and upwards, in 
order to consider what course should be pursued. fredia not think thedirectora 
should regard such a proposition as a want of confidence; he believed them to 
be men of honour and integrity; and looking at the large amount of new capital 
now asked for, it was but an act of common fairness that those most largely in- 
terested in the company should confer with the directors. 

Mr. PHILLPOTTS said that Mr. Baxter's proposal could not fail to be of ad- 
vantage to the company; but he (Mr. Phillpotts), as one of the largest share- 
holders in that room, would not agree to anything likely to weaken the action 
of the directors, or lessen their responsibillty. He told the meeting distimerly 
that ihe directors wou!d bave been wanting In their duty to the shareholders ff 
they had not come forward with thelr proposals to purchase the waterworks, 








The CHAIRMAN said the directors were perfectly williug that any sharejolues 
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should come at any time to meet the dircetors, and that each sharcholder might 
constitute himself a committee whenever he thought fit. 

Mr. PHILLPOTTS said it was necessary for the protection of the shareholders 
that a conference with the directors should take place, and, therefore, he begged 
leave to second Mr. Baxter's proposition. 

Mr. HALE sald that the objects of the conference must be distinctly defined. 

Mr, PHILLPOTTS sald it was necessary, in order to give a committee of share- 
holders an opportunity to look Into facts and figures, 

Mr. KIMBER sta’ed that there were about 20 shareholders holding 100 shares, 
hut that it was not competent for any committee to be appointed that would 
have any legal force whatever. The object would be quite as well attained by 
arking the directors to make an appointment to confer. (Hear, bear.) 

‘The CHAIRMAN, in reply to questions, stated that the first statement of ac 
counts was entirely a provisional one, and Hmited to the expenses of the office. 
Mr, Phillpotts simply recelved the money remitted to him for working the minés 
and mills, and, therefore, they were obliged to put it as an agency account. 
With r: gard to holding Messrs, Booth and Co., the builders of the International 
Mill, responsible for the accident to the boilers, inasmuch as those boilers bad 
lorg left their hands, they could not be held responsible. Unfortunately, in 
America the boller-plates were made excoedingly thin; had they been made of 
greater thickness, as would have been the case in this country, possibly the ac- 
cident would not have occurred. As to acontract being entered into for the 
tramway, there certainly was no one in America who would have taken a con- 
tract for putting up a tramway under such exceptional conditions, and had they 
gone to Mr. Hodson, the patentee, they would have found he would not have 
undertaken its construction for a less amount than that which, unfortunately, 
they had been compelled to lay out upon it. All be could say was that if the 
matters now before the meeting were left to the directors they would do the best 
they could, the same as in the purchase of the Ward Beecher. They took upon 
themselves that responsibility, aud it had returned tn value three of four times 
its cost of purchase. (Hear, hear.) Shareholders must make up their minds 
that in mineral deposits of this character the ore would continually fluctuate in 
value—af one time assaying very high, and then fallingaway. They had never 
had much experience of the mines in that particular district, but Mr. Hague’s 
was one of the most able written reports upon the subject. The profits would, 
no doubt, materially vary, depending entirely upon the quantity of ore and the 
way in which it was brought out. He might mention that the directors were 
prepared to advance 20,0001, out of thelr own pockets instead of coming to the 
shareholders to ask them for further capital, but the selicttor had advised them 
that such a course would be illegal, 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether there was any objection to raise the new 
capital upon debentures? He believed they bad a valuable property in the

ALLT.Y-CRIB.—James Clint, Nov. 23 ; Engine-Shaft : The lode ts very strong, 
composed of carbonate of lime, and a mixture of ore throughout ; altogether, 
this portion of the work is progressing very favourably, and will b: a great sav- 
ing of cost when once communicated with the low adit level. I may justly say 
a reduction of 31, perevery ton of marketable ore. The 33 west Is m ici: the same 
as when last reported on; the lode is good and strong, and will yleid 2 tons per 
fathom. ‘The 22 fm. level east being short in length of ground to come under 
the winze from the 10 fm, level, we stripped down the lode to bring the level 
under the sald winze, so that we may resume the operation of sinking the winze 
from the 22 to the 33 fm. levels, as it is necessary to have them in I'ne for the 
futuro working of the mine; and in taking down the lode in the said 22 fathom 
level we find it to be over 4 ft. wide, of a good character, and bearing splendid 
ore throughout, worth from 4 to 5 tons per fathom,—Low Adit Level: The lode 
in driving is still retatoing its width and value.

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In days gone by many cooking utensils were made 
of pure tin, whilst many were made of pure copper, but now they are 
almost all made of iron, with a thin film of tin to protect it, in other 
words, of tin-plates. The tin required to make one of the old plates 
would now cover some dozens of cooking utensils; but the demand 
for the latter is in the proportion of 1000 to 1 of what the former 
was. As we pointed out in an article on the Copper Trade in last 
week's Journal, vessels and utensils of tin-plate are fast superseding, 
even amongst semi-savage nations, the more showy and costly ones 
of copper. In India this is especially the case ; and it only requires 
a spread of intelligence amongst the inhabitants of that vast terri- 
tory, acd what is, perhaps, equally important, a few lessons on the 
beauties of the interest table, to abandon what is costly for what is 
cheaper and equally durable. Such changes as we are now speaking 
of are the work of time, and cannot be effected rapidly, but that they 
are inevitable no one can doubt. 

One last word on the effect of a rise of 107. in the value of tin on 
the cost of a tin-plate saucepan. On referring to the quotations of 
the tin-plate makers, we find that a rise such as that we have named 
means an advance of 3s. on a box of tin-plates. Query, how many 
saucepans can be made from one box of tin-plates? We are not tin- 
plate workers, but we think the equivalent advance iu the value of 
each saucepan would be almost inappreciable. We are compelied 
thus to the conclusion that the demand for tin will be little, if at all, 
jnfluenced by the price. We must not be misunderstood, We do not

WHEN ARE COLLIERIES VENTILATED WITHIN THE. 
MEANING OF THE ACT? 


We had thought that upon this point an authoritative decision has 
been pronounced, On June 16, 1865, an explosion happened in the 
Bedwelty Pits, at Tredegar, belonging to the Tredegar Iron Company, 
which killed 26 persons. A known and large accumulation of car- 
puretted hydrogen was allowed to remain ina cross-heading for a 
couple of days, with a view to get it out, and put things right on the 
following Saturday night and Sunday morning, all the colliers con- 
tinuing their work in the meanwhile ; but the gas fired on the Fri- 
day, with the painful result indicated. At the inquest the jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘Manslaughter ” against the viewer ; but at the 
Monmouthshire Assizes the Grand Jury did not find a true bill. In- 
structed by the Home Office, Mr. LIONEL BROUGH, the Inspector for 
the district, prosecuted the owners of the colliery for infringement 
of the Mines Inspection Act. After several protracted sittings the 
magistrates decided against the Inspector. Upon this the solicitor 
representing the Government obtained “a case” to be submitted to 
tothe Court of Queen’s Bench. In June, 1868, the justices had the 
case before them. It was submitted to the Court that if upon the evi- 
dence the Court thought that in point of law there was no wilful viola- 
tion of the First General Rule on June 16, 1865, and that under or- 
dinary circumstances an adequate amount of ventilation was pro- 
duced in the working places of the colliery to dilute and render harm- 
Jess noxious gases, and that the fore-end of RoBERTs’s heading, 
where the gas had been accumulated, was on the day in question not 
a working place within the meaning of the First General Rule, the 
respondents ought not to have been convicted, and the information 
was properly dismissed ; but if in the opinion of the Court it was 
otherwise the respondents ought to have been convicted. Mr. Justice 
BLACKBURN grasped the case of the appellant when he remarked— 
“The point appears to be whether the liability extends to the whole 
of the mine.” ae . : . 

For the respondents it was maintained that it was impossible for 
ihe magistrates to have convicted, as every precaution had been 
taken by the mine owners, Rules 1 and 2 must be taken together. 
Shutting-off the part affected by the gas was quite sufficient, as the 
gas did not travel into the rest of the mine, but remained stationary. 
There was no evidence that the gas ever escaped from Roberts's head- 
ing, If the respondents were liable at all, they were liable, they 
maintained, for Rule 2, in not fencing off a place containing danger- 
ous gas, Ventilation was only, they argued, required to be main- 
tained where the working was actually going on; and it was not 
meant that every crevice in the mime should be kept ventilated. 
Chief-Justice COCKBURN ruled— 

“T think tbat there is evidence enough before us to show that the working 
places of this mine were not sufficiently ventilated, so as to be in a fit state for 
working in them, I think it was the intention of the Legislature that so much 
of the mine should be ventilated as might operate on these places; in other 
words, thatso much of the mine must be ventilated as is essential to thesafcty of 
those working in it. It was owing to defects in such ventilation that this 
aceldent cccurred, The case musc go back to the justices to be re-heard, with 
the intimation of the opinion of the Court that itis not enough to ventilate 
the working places and travelling roads of the mine, but that the first rule re- 
quires all the parts of the mine to be ventilated, so as to render the workiug 


places and travelling roads safe.” 

In this ruling, Justices BLACKBURN and LUSH concurred, and the 
case was remitted. Finally, at the long interval of three years and 
five months from the date of the explosion, the case—that of disobe- 
dience of the First General Rule of the Act of Parliament, 23 and 
4 Vic., c, 151—was again gone into, and a conviction was recorded 
in favour of the Goverument Inspector, accompanied with the inflic- 
tion on the defendants of the mitigated fine of 57, and costs; and 
uill later on the judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench made an order 
that the defendants should likewise pay the costs of the special case. 

This case, which stands in the law books under the titleot “ BRouGH 
tgainst HOMFRAY and others,” was believed to have removed all 
doubt upon the question of what is and what is not adequate venti- 
lation under the first general rule, and upon it the Inspectors have 
tver since proceeded in their requirements, So muchdid Mr, BRouGH 
think of it that in his report for the year 1868 he said— 

“T believe it has been the means of bringing about so admirable an Interpre- 
tation of that particular portion of the Act of Parliament that I believe if due 
tonsideration be but given to it the ruling of the Justices of the Court of Queen's 
Bench will be equal in useful effect, as far as explosions of fire-damp are con- 
terned, to the appointment of an increase to the present staff of Inspectors.” 

We fear, however, that we are again almost where we were before 
this case was settled. The Journal of last week gave a summarised 
report of an appeal by another Government Iuspector of Mines to 
the Court of Queen’s Bench against the decision of another bench of 
magistrates, In this case the appellant was Mr, J. P. BAKER, Her 
Majesty’s Inspector for South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire, 
tnd the respondent was named TURNER, agent to Messrs, SWINDELL, 
tolliery proprietors in the neighbourhood of Dudley. The Inspector 
ad instituted proceedings before the Dudley magistrates, because 
‘collier lad had died in the pit from the effects of carbonic acid gas. 
Agate-road had been pushed on about 8 yards beyond the air-course 
Without any provision whatever being made for ventilating it, and 
the boy was found lying dead, poisened by inhalation, about 4'yards 

yond the circulation of the air. No one of our readers will be 
‘prised that the Inspector should not have been satisfied with a 
Working place—which this 8 yards was admitted to be—altogether 
Nithout ventilation, nor will it be cnuse for wonder that when the 
Magistrates found against him he should have done as Mr, BrRouGH 
id, and under the authority of the Home Office take the case be- 
tre the Queen’s Bench.

It was altogether without any manifested effort to ventilate it. 
And here is another subject of concern to ourselves, If young col- 
liery engineers should get the notion that they may or may not ven- 
tilate such portions of their working places, where is the security, 
and why go to the trouble of inspection? If the fact of the non- 
existence at stated intervals of noxious gases is to be taken as evi- 
dence of an adequate amount of ventilation, then there should be 
little necessity indeed for scientific appliances for ventilation, Most 
earnestly we trust that the present very unsatisfactory state of the 
legislation upon these matters will not tempt to carelessness when a 
few lengths of air-pipe, or a little brattice cloth, would have met all 
the difficulty, 

It is cause for thankfulness that Mr. BAKER had not to carry into 
court more than one dead body as an incontestible proof of the ab- 
sence of sufficient ventilation. Before a more serious calamity shall 
have resulted from the want of preciseness in the Act all difficulty 
will, we hope, have been removed by the impending new Bill for the 
Regulation of Mines, 








RAILWAY IRON IN AMERICA, 


The demand for our railway iron in the United States has attained 
an extraordinary importance this autumn, the exports in October 
having reached the remarkable total of 52,174 tons. The movement

The continued progress in the exports is truly remarkable, and can 
only be explained by the feverish activity pervading the American 
railway world just at present. It may be doubted whether this ac- 
tivity is not excessive, and whether a reaction will not set in; but, 
be this as it may, the American demand for our railway iron is, for 
the present enormous, and has redeemed a year which, in some re- 
spects threatened to witness some diminution in the foreign and 
colonial consumption of rails, &c., in consequence of the flatness of 
the Russian and Indian demand. Not only is there a great construc- 
tion of new railways in the United States, but the previously exist- 
ing systems appear to.be also aiming at an improvement in their 
roads, and are putting down a better description of iron rails—to 
say nothing of Bessemer steel rails, tyres, &c, The construction of 
sidings, of ccurse, also absorbs a certain amount of iron on the part 
of existing American lines, Further, the old railway companies of 
America are growing larger and larger, as in Great Britain, and are 
absorbing their smaller neighbours by amalgamation. In exact pro- 
portion as the old railway companies of the United States grow in 
size so they are tempted also, perhaps, to engage in competitive ex- 
tensions, We have made these remarks because it is obviously im- 
portant for English firms and companies who may be supplying rails 
to Americanrailways to give apreference tosuch of them as enjoy an 
established credit, as, notwithstanding the boasting of Mr, RevVERDY 
JOHNSON some two or three years since as to American railway pros- 
perity, railway property appears to be subject to quite as many urs 
and downs, fluctuations, and difficulties in the United States as in 
the United Kingdom. 

The terrible fire in Chicago, and the almost equally lamentable 

forest conflagrations in Michigan and Wisconsin, may excite some 
apprehensions as to the ability of the United States to maintain the 
work of railway extension with the activity which has characterised 
it for the last ten months; but with the mighty tide of immigration 
which is continually rolling into the Republic, and the accumula- 
tion of capital which results from the labour of the new-comers, it 
is not very easy to predict a time when the work of railway con- 
struction will come to an absolute stand-still among the Americans, 
Even the great civil war could not wholly arrest its apparently irre- 
sistible progress, and not even the burning of Chicago can stop it 
to any great extent. In a country of such huge distances as the 
United States railway communication is probably a greater necessity 
even than in England, or the comparatively small nations of the Old 
World. As the tide of settlement rolls westward new towns, new 
counties, and even new States will be created, and all these will want 
railways, especially when they come to be occupied by a people so 
naturally enterprising and energetic as the Americans, 
It must be remembered, however, that great as has been the pro- 
gress realised by the United States in the past it is as nothing 
when contrasted with the development which is in store for this 
mighty Republic for the future. Nearly 90 years have now rolled 
away since GEORGE III. and his ministers found themselves unable 
to subdue the sturdy colonies which had revolted against Great 
Britain, and set up in life for themselves. In spite of many difficul- 
ties, the 3,000,000 Americans whose independence GEORGE III. re- 
cognised in 1782 have grown into a nation of 40,000,000 in 1871; 
and an accession of 500,000 annually by immigration, and 400,000 
annually by the excess of births over deaths, will give the Great 
Republic—allowing for the progressive excess of births over deaths 
—a population of, at least 70,000,000 by the end of the century, 
With a larger and larger population JONATHAN will, of course, want 
more and yet more railways,

ness, portability, and close stowage admirably adapted for long sea 
voyages, for ocean steam navigation generally, and for locomotive 
and stationary engines, It is recommended for domestic purposes 
for its great cleanliness, freedom from waste, absence of disagree- 
able smell, perfect hardness, resistance to weather or climate, and 
great facilities for stowage, as it occupies much less space than coal, 





Exports OF RAtLway IRon,—The exports of railway iron from 
the United Kingdom in October were heavy, having amounted to 
90,236 tons, as compared with 69,773 tons in October, 1870, and 96,444 
tons in October, 1869, In these totals the United States figured for 
52,174 tons, 28,219 tons, and 18,743 tons respectively. The aggregate 
exports of railway iron from the United Kingdom to Oct, 31 this year 
amounted to 846,606 tons, against 931,991 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1870, and 793,619 tons in the corresponding period of 1869, 
The exports of railway iron to Russia in the first ten months of this 
year were only 75,028 tons, against 204,005 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1870, and 247,278 tons in the corresponding period of 1869, 
Exports of railway iron to America rose, however, in the ten months 
ending Oct. 31 this year to 441,700 tons, against 341,629 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1870, and 262,829 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1869, The exports of our railway iron have increased this 
year to Sweden, France, Egypt, the United States, Brazil, Peru, British 
America, and Australia ; but they have decreased to Russia, Germany, 
Holland, Spain, Austria, the Spanish West Indies, Chili, and British 
India, The value of the railway iron exported in October amounted 
to 766,003Z., against 617,3497, in October, 1870, and 844,822/. in October, 
1869 ; and in the ten months ending October 31 this year 6,877,7842., 
against 7,675,079/. in thecorresponding period of 1870, and 6,423,2692, 
in the corresponding period of 1869, 


FURTHER PARTICULARS RELATING TO THE MINING REGULA- 
TIONS IN PORTUGAL,—The mines are in the gift of the Crown, and 
cannot be transferred without the sanction of the Government, The 
supervision is under the mining department—* Public Work"”—who 
appoint a Government Inspector to inspect each mine at stated pe- 
tiods. The Inspector can order shafts to be sunk at convenient dis- 
tances, for the proper ventilation of the mines, and other works to 
be done for the security of the miners. Would not these regulations 
be worthy of adoption in our coal districts? The dues are small :— 

** The owner of the soil Is entitled to a royalty of 2'g per ceut. of the net pro- 
duce, which, however, may be modified by agreement between the parties, the 
Government acting as arbiter. No duty is payable to the Crown for two years 
after the flual concession of the mine; after that time about 6s, will be payable 
for 960,000 square metres of surface contained in the concession. The State ts 
also entitled to a royalty not exceeding 5 per cent. of the net produce; but this 
may be dispensed with altogether, or modified by the Government, Ownors of 
land must submit to the ex-appropriation of land, of so much of it as may be re- 
quired for mining operations, buildings, water-courses, &c. In Portugal, British 
subjects are on an equal footing with Portuguese, and their rights are secured 
by treaties, Mining companies in Portugal have the same rights as the tnha- 
bitants of the district in which the mine Is to the use of rivers, springs, woods, 
coal, and pasture land; and the persons actually employed by them are exempt 
from all service to the State except military service.’’ 





HEMATITE IRONSTONE IN SHROPSHIRE.—There is now every ap- 
pearance that large quantitiesof hematite iron will be found in Shrop- 
shire, on the Longnor Estate, The indications are most favourable, 
and an analysis of some found gives 57 per cent. of oxide of iron 
when tested in the dry state. The property on which the ore has been 
discovered is situate about three miles from Dorrington Railway sta- 
tion, and, as stated by Mr. RICHARDS, of Llanidloes, is very exten- 
sive, being from two to three miles on the course of the several veins of oxideof 
fron, Looking at the ground from a geological point of view, he considered that 
very large quautitics of hematite tron exists on theestate, The cross-course, or 
fron course, appears to be very wide, and, from the indications around, there is 
no doubt but what a great deal of the ore had formerly been raised in the relgh- 
bourhood. On the estate there was found a quantity of slag, showing that at 
some time the hematite had been smelted In the locality, as the slag exhibits a 
very primitive method of smelting, much of it being one-half solid iron, and 
clearly from hematite, It was found by the side of Watling street, the old Ro- 
man-road, near to Longuor, and it might almost beinferred that it has not been 
known since the time of the Romanus. The strings of oxide discovered extend 
along a brook side for about 200 yards, and the coal crops out at the point where 
the first veinisfound. The veins of ore, however, take a course along the length 
of the estate, cast by north and west by south, tn the coal measures, and adjoin 
on the south-casterly side igneous rocks, and more southerly limestone aud the 
Wenlock shale. Mr. RICHARDS further states that he broke some eplendl i sam- 
ples of red hematite ore on the property, and was so highly satisfied aa to the 
future of the mine that he would take an interest In the undertaking. Itis pro- 
posed, after the neccessary trials have been made by means of boring, to form a 
company to work the concern, and for that purpose a capital of about 12,0001, Is 
deemed sufficient. The present lessees, we believe, are the Messrs, Jos, of Snall- 
beach. ‘The fact of finding hematite in Shropshire, where tho ore now being 
raised is the ordinary arglllaccous carbonate, is of more than ordinary import. 
ance, more especially when the prico of iron capable of being converted into the 
best steel is considered, 








REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, 


Ruabon, Nov. 23.—Itis gratifying to be able to say that our works 
continue in full employ, and likely to be stimulated to greater ac- 
tivity by-and-bye, if we rightly judge the commercial merits of the 
new railway it is proposed to start froma point at the Plaskynaston 
Colliery, near this place, and running right over our mineral field 
into Chester and Birkenhead, thereby lessening the distance and re- 
ducing the freights to those markets. Itis wonderful what changes 
have been brought about on everybody, and in almost every depart- 
ment of business, by the levelling power of the railway system. On 
its introduction Into this district, about 25 years ago, the cry was uttered on 
every side that it would do irreparable injury to the then exlating arrangements, 
lessen employment, and cause a wide-spread loss to the whole community, It 

was feared our towns would be discarded and left behind, and that some remote 
places, whose produce was supposed to be more in favour thaa our own, would 
so overburden the markets as to shut us up yong & Nor was this the only 
pecullarity of that day. The prejudice of one landed proprietor extended so 
far in its influence over his Judgment and clear discrimination of things mant- 
fest In other transactions that it induced him to denounce the first efforts made 
to ascertain the character of the surface within his possessions, in its relation 
to the proposed line of railway, as a plece of unwarrantable interference with 
private right, and deserving to be visited with an irrevocable prohibition ; and 
the reputed story gocs that the gallant nobleman was beaten only by the strategy 
of the engineer-in-chief, whose ready wit hit upon the unique proceeding of 
scrambling over the grounds under (he shade of night, and taking such observa. 
tionsas are required in preliminary steps of the kind by the ald of powerful re- 
flectors. The line was;yconstructed Iu due course, and opened for traffic from 
Shrewsbury to Chester in October, 1848; and thus there was a complete con- 
necting Jink formed on a new system between London and Liverpool, As faras 
the railway bears on our district, one prominent feature in the undertaking 
would appear to be this—get the line slap through in order to obtain a commn- 
nication between two extreme ends first, and do not walt to meddle with what 
is best for the development of local trade, as those things will naturally come 
up for consideration afterwards, By Inference that looks like tho tone of the 
promoters, Be that as it may, our Great Western Railway is a trunk line,

which the line traverses; aud, although it disregarded many promineut in- 
terests on the way, it would, perhaps, be impossible to point out any part ou the 
route that bas not been more or less benefited thereby. So much for railway 
influence. It brought in its train progressive elements, and in something less 
thana quarter of a century, in a slient, unobtrusive manner, has effected a 
thorough revolution in our business habits, expanded our trades, and set a com- 
mercial value on every mineral property within its reach, The outlay iucurred 
in making the railway between Shrewsbury and Chester was, however, very 
considerable, owing to the difficulties of the situation at many points along the 
route adopted, aud bore heavily on the original stockholders; and to save em- 
barrassment, and better to facilitate through transit arrangements, they passed 
their interest into the hands of the Great Western Railway early in the history 
of the working of the enterprise. As might be expected from the country 
through which tbe line passes, there is immense business done upon it; the 
traffic bas grown year by year as resources are being developed ; and the local 
trade, as far ax the works in these immediate districts are concerned, increas 

ing their quantities in proportion to the accommodation aflorded them. Butts 
was not deemed prudent to make any moves, There has been a general feeling,

nthe papers, It is called the North Wales, Chester, and Birkenhead Railway. 
This line will practically bring all the leading colliertes, fronworks, the free- 
stone, and brick trades in the Ruabon, Wrexham. and Hawenden districts into 
direct and convenient communication with the shipping ports of Connah’s Quay 
and Birkenhead, and give a most desirable access to the Midland and Northern 
Railways at a much lower ra(e than is charged by the Great Western Railway, 
a fact in itself of vital importance to the commercial interests of these districts. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Nov, 23,—The expectations of two months ago as to the position 
of the iron trade are being fully realised, and it is generally ad- 
mitted that for the time of the year such activity as is now to be 
witnessed has not before been seen for many years, It is all the 
more satisfactory, also, to find that each branch of the trade has its 
share of the vitality prevalent. As might be imagined, this state of 
things causes a pleasing feeling to pervade the whole district, and 
not for a long time past has a winter been so cheerfully looked for- 
ward to, All the finished ironmakers are well placed for orders to 
the end of the year, and some beyond, so that but little trouble is 
felt as to the next six weeks. The demand for rails, bars, and plates 
is unabated for America and the Continent, and on home account the 
enquiry for these descriptions is increasing each week, while ad- 
vices indicate a still larger demand in the next two or three months, 


The ironworkers seem to have caught another infection from the 
North—the nine-hours movement agitation, and they are likely to follow it up 
determinedly. Meetings have been held by some of the leading workmen at 
Rhymney, Ebbw Vale, Blaina, Blaenavon, Abersychan, and other lronworks, to 
consider the subject. Speeches wero made in favour of the movement, and the 
speakers expressed their determination to spare no effort to induce the hands at 
all the works in the district to combine in asking for the adoption of the nine- 
hours system. This will, no doubt, cause some interruption at the works, and 
some disagreement between the men, . 

In reference to the Tin-Plate Trade there is nothing new to report, 
the demand being still active, and the works well employed ; but there Is no im- 
provement tn prices, 

The state of the Steam Coal Trade is, perhaps, more satisfactory 
than it has been at any time since the close of the late war, Mer- 
chants are gradually regaining their position in all the foreign mar- 
kets where, during the strike, North of England and Lancashire coals 
were largely purchased. The superior qualities of the steam coal of 
this district have always, so far, out-distanced the coals of other districts, and, 
therefore, it cannot be long before their merits will again be fully recognised and 
tried in the leading markets of the world, The quantities sent from the pits 
are increasing, but they are stil below what might be disposed of at the ports, 
as rome shippers are unable to complete their contracts at the specified time, 
owing to the brisk demand which now prevalls. In prices there ts no variation 
to note, quotations belng fully maintained ; and it must be admitted that ifthe 
eolllery proprietors are vot now realising fair profits there is little hope of their 

ever doing so. The men are working with greatcr regularity, owing, no doubt, 
to the approach of Christmas, when a good many holidays will again, doubtless, 
be indulged tu. ‘The House Coal Trade continues brisk, and, as compared with 
what was done this time last year, there is a large improvement In business, 

Discontent, on some ground yet uncxplained, prevails among the 
men at the Abersychan Ironworks, and a strike scems to he Impending. Some 
of the principal agitators have enceavoured to Induce the hands to turn out at 
once, but the majority decided to continue work until Christmas, It is to be 
hoped that this course will give the masters and men time to consider thelr re- 
fp: ctive positions, and to come to some arrangement. 

It is understood that a number of gentlemen connected with the 
fron trade have combined asa company, and purchased the Forest furnaces, 
near Pontypridd, which were some years ago erected by Mr. Francis Crawshay.

The Staveley Company continue busy in pipes and 
other castings, A very large quantity of pig-iron is also being pro- 
duced, and a new furnace has just been blown-in, making six now 
in blast, At Renishaw business is active, and as a proof of the 
healthy state of the Coal Trade it may be stated that colliers.are now 
being advertised for. The works on the Erewash Valley line are still busy, and 
those bigher up near to Nottingham are in the same state. The demand for 
every description of coal is very aciive—in fact, was never better, and all the 
collieries are doing well, working to their utmost extent. The tonnage going 
to London ts now very Jarge, both for house and steam purposes, To the West 
of Kngiand also business in gas and other qualities is brisk. The consumption 
of coke was never larger, and there are markets for a greater quantity than Is 
made. Tho revult has been that at a meeting of the Yorkshire, Derbyshire, and 
Durham Association of Coke Makers, bold recently at Sheffield, it was deter 
mined to advance prices 1s, 6d. per ton, to commence from Dee, 1. 

Every branch of the Sheffield trade continues active, and with the 
orders in hand will continue so for a long time to come.
